I fhall name a few of thefe Scruples, for

Suppofing 
the Lands were not to be improv’d in their 
Value at all———The very Security of the 
Title of Land in Scosland, a thing forely 
wanted ix i gt will immediately upon 
an Union raife the Values of Land, at leaft 
two Years Purchafe, and I prove it by the 
Weft-ridings of Yorkfhire, the onty County 
in England that has obtain’d a Regifter, 
fince which, and in about eight or nine 

Years, 
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Years, the Lands in that Divifion are ad- 
vanc'd near five Years Purchafe in the Va: 
lue, only for the Security of a Title, 

This is juft like telling the Soldiers, they 
fhall be the worfe for the Union, and fhall 
be all fent co the Weff-Jndies; whereas firtt 
they havean immediate Advantage of Eng: 
lifo Pay 5 and they. that fuppofe them to b 
fent to our Weft-Indies, muft allow the Eng- 
life to have a great Confidence in the Scors, 
immediately to give them Poffeffion of their 
rich Colonies. 

And yet if] wereto talk to the honeft 
Soldiery of Scotland, I could tell them, the 
Union will help them tofuch a thing in Bri- 
tain, as they are unacquainted with in Scope 
Jand, 1 mean Liberty; and this Liberty is 
fuch, as even a Soldier cannot be lifted buc 
by his own Confeat, and even when he is 
lifted, fhall not be forced out of his Native 
Country without the fame free Confent— 
From whence I could enlarge upon the Blef- 
fing of Liberty, and what Advantages Scos- 
land fhould reap by it, but I wave that here. 

Thefe things {take to be meer Suggefti- 
ens, rais’d for other and fecret Ends: J fhall
